  Passports and Visas  

No visas are required for visitors coming from the European Community, USA and Japan for a
stay of up to 3 months and for visitors coming from New Zealand and South Korea for a stay of up
to 1 month. Visitors from all other countries including Australia, China, Russia, North Korea, and
Indonesia will need a visa (see a French Consulate near you). Your passport must be valid at least 6
months after the date of entry in French Polynesia. A return travel document and ticket is required.
Due to the time required to process visa applications by the French authorities, we urge you to start
the process right away. If you need a letter of invitation please contact the Secretariat.

   Hotels and Meals:  

The meeting will be held at the Sofitel Maeva Beach Hotel along with accommodations for the
meeting participants.
